ENVIRONMENT: 1. The new Clifton Road footpath has been churned up by horses, who 
are using it because of rubbish on the verge. CC to be asked for’ 'no horses’ 
signs, and to clear verge. Local stables to be asked to keep off path. 2. cc 
has carried out work on drains and gullies in attempt to resolve problems with 
surface water. 3. PC to pay for two bus shelters as advertising company not 
able to provide them free. One will be in Hempton Road at The Paddocks and a 
smaller one in Hempton, off St John's Way. 4. Stagecoach Bus Company ‘says buses 
unable to turn in Market Place because of parked cars. PC to ask company to be 
patient until building work completed in Hudson Street, after which problem may 
ease. 5. Results of parking survey due to be presented to next meeting of PC. 
6. Possibility of planting memorial shrubs at entrance to cemetery to be decided 
at next meeting. 7. PC to’ press for repairs to Church clock as matter of 
urgency. 8. CC's plans for street lights studied by PC. Before proceeding, PC 
to confirm grant availability, but expects cost to Parish to be less than £5,000. 
9. Plans for lighting church tower to proceed, at estimated cost of £2,200. 
Directional lights at ground level will light upper part of south, west and north 
faces of tower. Work should be complete in time for VE/VJ Day service. PC to 
consider sponsorship to help pay for running costs. 10. Results of Hempton Road 
traffic survey to be circulated to clirs. 11. PC agreed to two local men 
displaying wartime memorabilia in Town Hall for VE/VJ Day. 

RECREATION & GRANTS: 1. PC agreed to make £15 donation to the Council for the 
Preservation of Rural England, which is campaigning on issues such as light 
pollution, underground power cables and the re-instatement of elm trees. 2. 
Equipment has been ordered for tots' play area, which will be in use in April. 
PLANNING & PROPERTY: 1. PC approved application for alterations at Unicorn, to 
include covered walkway, lavatories for disabled people and an internal 
Staircase. 2. No objection to application to convert shop in New Street back to 
house. 3. Objection to revised plan for bungalow at rear of 1 Chapmans Lane on 
grounds it is undesirable backland development. 4. Banner Homes insist planning 
condition on the Hudson Street development allows for properties to be occupied 
by younger people provided main occupier is over 55. PC's clear understanding is 
no-one under 55 should live there. Clerk to write to individual members of CDC's 
planning committee to make sure they understand the situation and ensure DC 
planners place strict interpretation on the condition. 5. Application for 
change of use for dental practice at 1 Priory Dene, Hudson Street and plans for 
development at College Farm, Hempton also approved by CDC. 

WINDMILL CENTRE: 1. Usage continues to rise; repairs and upgrading are on- 
stream. 2. The bowls, cricket, tennis and other clubs are planning a grand 
official opening day for 29 May. 3. Work on the all-weather court and bowling 
green is near completion and the roof now appears to be sound. Handover is due 
on all these and final costs are being examined by the committee. 4. Cricket, 
football and tennis club agreements are now signed; the bowling club meets in 
March to consider theirs. 5. The Badminton Club has again asked for a reduction 
in fees but the cttee feels it gets a reasonable deal at £10 a night. 6. The 
chairman of the Windmill Centre committee, Cllr Jim Flux, says the centre is a 
marvellous facility and a great asset to the village. 

RAF UPPER HEYFORD: PC has received discussion papers from CDC on site's 
future. Clirs debated a number of issues and agreed to write to the DC asking 
that there is no additional short term building.

DOWN ON THE FARM 


This is an ideal opportunity for me to introduce myself to the readers of 
Deddington Newse I am Jim Calcutt and I am the new owner of College Farm, 
Hempton, and Manor Farm, Deddington. I live at College Farm with my wife Leah and 
my l-year old daughter Katie. We have moved from Bicester where we still have a 
farm which grows corn and produces lambs for the early Spring market. 

I took over College Farm in October 1993. We had a difficult start with me 
travelling from Bicester every day and waiting for machinery to be delivered. We 
finished drilling in late November in very wet conditions. With hindsight, I 
should not have drilled some of the fields but we battled on with the use of slug 
pellets and only re-drilled 60 acres. The combination of the weather and a late 
.drilling gave me an average of about 55 cwt/acre for my winter wheat. 

The Spring rape also had its problems. Drilling in April was late as we waited for 
warm weather, then it seemed to get off to a slow start. We then discovered that 
one variety, Sponsor, had failed on a national level. I had 60 acres of this which 
yielded about 5 cwt/acre - very disappointing. A poor crop is also very 
beneficial to weeds, which will now have to be removed. 10-20 cwt/acre for rape 
is considered a more average yield. I was pleased that some of my rape fell into 
this category so I shall possibly drill some more this year. But, as with so many 
crops, farmers now plant what the government will pay them to plant, not what is 
always good husbandry. 

Currently on the farm we are busy sorting hoggets for Banbury Market, which are 
currently fetching around £50 per head. This month we will be lambing, and after 
that drilling, and before we know it, harvest will be upon us again.

THE WAY WE WERE Deddington 150 years ago by Buffy Heywood. 
Extracts from the diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley for February 1845: 


3rd FEBRUARY - I started with our three remaining boys to school =~ Willy and Johnny 
proceeded from Oxford by train to Swindon, from thence by coach to Marlborough. I 
started from the Mitre in a chaise with Robert to Thame. 

6th FEBRUARY - A woman from South Newington came again and I granted her a summons 
against her husband for assaulting her and turning her out of doors. 

12th FEBRUARY - I attended at the Sheldonian Theatre at Oxford with upwards of 
1,200 other members of Convocation to vote against certain passages contained in a 
Book written by Mr. Ward, a Fellow of Balliol College, termed "The Ideal of a 
Christian Church", of an,unsound and Romanising tendency, and in direct violation 
of the sense in which he subscribed the 398 Articles etc. at the time of 
Matriculation and taking his Degrees subsequently. His Book was condemned by 777 
votes to 386 - and he was degraded as a punishment, by 569 votes to 511. A sorely 
painful and memorable day for the University of Oxford. 

18th FEBRUARY - We heard from our darling Betsy, and from little Robert who 
complained of being boxed about as he called it, by the 2nd Master at Thame School 
and by some of the boys. 

24th FEBRUARY ~ Called at Mr. Field's office to get a Handbill drawn up offering a 
reward for a sheep I had stolen from me on Saturday night. 

25th and 28th FEBRUARY - Heard from little Robert again, complaining of being 
beaten by his school fellows and knocked about for nothing. 
3rd MARCH ~ I heard from Dr. Fookes in answer to my letter about poor little 
Robert.

DON WALKER sent us a lively record of his childhood memories of wartime Deddington 
which we are publishing in two parts. (See also Bookshelf, page 13) 


I was living at No.5 Hempton Road and my first memory of the war was of Mr. Herbert 
Callow saying to his son Maurice and me, who were playing in the garden, “Don't go 
down the village on your own because there is a war on." Quite frightening for 
two five-year-olds as we thought people were fighting in the market square. Life 
soon changed as young men were leaving home and then returning on what they called 
embarkation leave not knowing if they would ever return again. 

My father Percy Walker was a member of the A.R.P. which used to have lectures and 
practise rescuing people in the old Council yard where Deddington Health Centre now 
stands. This yard was their Headquarters. They needed people to rescue, and I 
remember going with my father and being taken to one of the top rooms of the 
building to wait until I was found and lowered by ropes to the ground. One warden, 
Mr. Percy Vincent, used to walk round the village after dark to make sure there 
were no lights showing from windows after blackout curtains were fitted. I 
remember him shouting through our letter box one night "Don't you reckon to black 
your windows out?" when a chink of light was showing. 

Advertisements in the papers said “Dig for Victory!" urging people to cultivate 
every bit of ground they had and rear a pig. Village Produce Associations were 
formed. Mr. Wing, the school Headmaster, was the secretary and you could collect 
artificial manure and lime from him which he kept in a small store in the Bullring. 
Potatoes to feed pigs were tipped in the school playground where they could be col- 
lected. They had a purple dye on them and could not be used for human consumption. 
There was an Observer Corps which had a tall look out post which stood in the 
allotments where Windmill Street is now. This building was still there in 1947. 
Ration books : One of my weekly treats was to go with my friend to Mr. Saunders' 
shop in Hudson Street for 2 oz. of sweets. The selection was not very great. For 
your bread you had to register with one of the two bakers, either Mr. Dodswell or 
Mr. Course, who had your coupons and supplied bread according to the size of your 
family. There were four grocer's shops but we used the Co-op. You could get 2 
oz. extra cheese each week if you were an agricultural worker or on the building 
when you had to take sandwiches to work. If you had meal for pigs and chickens, 
you had to forfeit your coupons for eggs and bacon. {concluded in April issue).

Nature Notes. 


March is the first month when you are virtually guaranteed to see 
a butterfly; so» for me, a keen lepidopterist, March is a wonderful ‘5 


lay her eggs on Alder or the Common Buckthorn shrub. The adult Brimstone is 
probably the longest lived British butterfly, sometimes lasting up to nine months 
from newly emerged adult in August to dying in May or June the following year. 
Other butterflies to look out for this month belong to the Nymphalidae family such 
as the Small Tortoiseshell and the Peacock, which also over-winter as adults, often 
in garden sheds. These beautiful butterflies are much darker in colour, which is 
not just for cosmetic reasons. They can often be seen sunning themselves, their 
dark wings acting as efficient solar panels enabling the butterfly to raise its 
body temperature in the cooler Spring months. The benefit of this for the butter- 
fly is that its increased temperature enables it to visit the early Spring flowers, 
which are fewer and further apart, in order to feed on nectar. 

There is another sign of winter's end that may already have appeared in your garden 
pond ~ frogspawn. Frogs, toads and newts are true friends of the gardener as a 
large portion of their invertebrate diet is made up of slugs. So if you do find 
any spawn in your pond, look after it! The difference between the three types of 
spawn is straightforward: frogspawn is the familiar jelly-like mass; toadspawn is 
laid in a long string; newts lay their eggs singly on plants under water. 

The recent rains have given rise to some fantastic birdwatching in the flooded 
meadows of the Cherwell valley. Between Clifton and Somerton flocks of Lapwing 
and Golden Plover have numbered into thousands - an amazing sight as they rise and 
fall in shifting clouds. Other notable visitors included Wigeon, Pintail, Teal and 
Pochard. As long as nothing ridiculous happens to the Cherwell Valley, we shall 
be able to see similar fine sights again next winter. JONATHAN HOOK (338357)

In Bill Drake's report “Digging for Pleasure and Table” he cited me as an example 
of what can be achieved by taking an allotment. I now feel I have a reputation to 
live up to. 

I came to Deddington nearly 7 years ago from a house where I had a large garden to 
a flat with a car park to the front and a field to the rear. I didn't think I 
would miss a garden, but I was wrong. Desperation at times drove me to help my 
niece, until one evening in June last year I announced "I'm going to get an 
allotment." A couple of days later I rang Mr. Blakey who put me in touch with 
Bill Drake. I arrived at Bill's door, full of enthusiasm. Bill couldn't wait to 
. take me along to the allotments to choose my plot. He suggested I took the strip 
between his plot and Ray's. There was good reason for his suggestion - the plot 
was covered in squitch grass about 5 foot high, generously dotted with thistles and 
other quite pretty weeds! I put on a brave smile. The last time I had anything 
to do with an allotment it had been all laid out in neat rows of vegetables! Ina 
small voice I asked "When do you think I should start?" The reply was, “We'll get 
it rotovated, leave it till about August, do a bit of digging, get it roughly dug, 
then leave it for the frost to break the soil down." 

The following evening I managed to clear about a third of the squitch. TI 
telephoned Bill to say I couldn't wait until August ~ I needed to get my beans in. 
By the weekend it was cleared and my niece (what would I do without her) came to 
give me a hand to dig a strip to get the bean plants (supplied by Ben) into the 
ground. The following week, Mr. Paul came to rotovate the plot and hard digging 
then commenced. The evenings were long, the weather was hot and as each little 
bit of ground was reclaimed plants or seeds were put in, water was fetched - it was 
VERY hard work. But when I looked at the beans slowly climbing the sticks, the 
cabbages (after the pigeons had their fill) growing up, the first blooms on the 
tomatoes, I felt the utmost satisfaction. 

It was a bad year for the beans ~ the rape seed beetle couldn't leave the flowers 
alone, but eventually we got a reasonable crop. That's all I really wanted - a 
few of those lovely succulent beans! 

There is still a 6~foot strip to be dug and the weeds have popped up over quite a 
large area. Despite removing a haystack size heap of squitch root, and the 
cabbages not growing much beyond the size of a grapefruit, the tomatoes going 
rotten because I couldn't dig and look after them ~ I shall be down there again, 
wellies on, fork in hand. I have been given plenty of plants and good advice. 

If you're "STRESSED OUT", get an allotment. It may be hard work but it's 
wonderful to listen to the birds, have time to think, hear the police sirens go 
down the hill and know you're not in the car in front of them, hear the church 
bells ringing, the cows lowing, the combine harvester, and experience the thrill of 
picking your own fresh beans. THELMA DOVER (337102)

JEAN FLOX on books on Oxfordshire 


OXFORDSHIRE AT WAR by Malcolm Graham (Alan Sutton Publishing, £16.99) 

At the approach of war, Oxfordshire was, as it still is, a predominantly rural 
county with comparatively little heavy industry, Although it escaped heavy 
bombing, the hostilities affected every aspect of daily life for those who did not 
go off to the battle front. The population was expanded by the arrival of 
evacuees, which included sheep from Romney Marsh, many war workers, not least the 
land girls, and numerous military units. By the end of war, Oxfordshire had more 
airfields to its square mileage than any other county in the British Isles. This 
book describes how local industries were temporarily diverted to war production and 
how the whole population was involved in the Home Guard, in savings schemes, in 
salvage operations or in voluntary work of all kinds to increase food production or 
provide clothing and extra comforts for our troops. 

It is difficult in a short review to choose among many fascinating snippets of 
information, but I must mention Mr. J. French of College Farm, Deddington, who won 
a certificate of merit for increasing the milk yield of his herd by over 10% and 
Spencers of Banbury who abandoned the manufacture of ladies' corsets to make 
electronically heated gloves for airmen. There are some very funny anecdotes about 
the Home Guard in its early days before sufficient equipment was supplied and 
training was improved. However, the abiding impression left by this interesting 
survey is of immensely detailed organisation, intricate diversity of effort and the 
wholehearted participation of people from all walks of life and of all ages.
